All we know is that we have a $4'/: million budget.” 

Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn MacGillivray asked, 
“How many citizens want to know the budget process? 
Not many. They want to know how we got in this 
hole.” 

Oden answered, “You will have to answer ques¬ 
tions of how come we’re in this situation. Businesses 
are getting mean and lean. That’s what cities have 
to do.” 

MacGillivray said, “We need to track it and 
manage as we go forward. We need to make the pub¬ 
lic understand how we’ll keep from getting back to 
where we were.” 

Councilman Gary Adams answered, “We’re in 
this problem because the state has taken away 35 per¬ 
cent of our taxes. Then we’ve spent $700.(X)0 on lit¬ 
igation. We won’t solve the problem the state is cast¬ 
ing on us. We have cut back, taken $130,(X)0 out of 
last year’s budget. We’ll have to cut another chunk 
or put a fee in place.” 

Mayor Bartolai countered, “Some of where we 
are is not just what the state has done...My concern is

Bob Oden, chairman of the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee, and Gene Malone, a member of 
that recently appointed committee by former Mayor 
Gary Adams, told the City Council Tuesday evening 
at a special budget meeting, “Our concern is account¬ 
ability, down to line items of what’s budgeted. We 
want to see the benefit gained for the money spent. 
What did we get for our dollar? What is spent for 
offices, vehicle maintenance, all line items?” 

After the council members had discussed reserve 
funds and interfund transfers for awhile, Oden spoke 
up again, “You’re operating on too small a window, 
a year’s window. You need a financial plan of years 
to know what you will be able to do with the revenue 
coming in each year...We’re not looking at city opera¬ 
tions. You must have performance measures to hold 
departments accountable. Did they spend it (their 
budget) right?” 

Malone said, “I don’t know how we can func¬ 
tion without a five-year plan. For instance, talking 


salaries, $.300,0(X) for services and $80,000 for nuts 
and bolts. What am 1 getting for $8(X),000?...What 
is the effect of eliminating a cop...or doing without 
a fire engine? We pour $8(X),(X)0 into a sump. What 
do we get?.. AVhat services do we lose if we lose a cop 
or what gains if we hire a cop?” 

Oden said, “This is just an example. Perform¬ 
ance (of all departments) is what it’s all about. Con¬ 
tinuous improvement.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 
the city does have a three- to five-year plan on all 
expenditures, on capital projects. “That’s only 4 
percent of the general fund...We just finished a $2 
million project on water and streets.” 

Mayor Clem Bartolai asked if the Economic 
Development Committee were charging the council 
10 track, to get a better handle on what is being achieved 
by various departments? Oden answered, “We’re 
not charging the City Council. The budget came up 
in our meetings. As we talk about projects for the 
city the issue came up...There is not enough knovxn 
about the budget. We don’t understand the projects...

taria Fete coordinators 
(specifically The Main 
Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce) were able to in¬ 
corporate this require¬ 
ment into their registra¬ 
tion fees. They were also 
officially notified in time 
to do so! 

The Friends will have to 
absorb the cost of these 
licenses to the tune of 
over $4000, including food 
booths. In all good con¬ 
science, we do not feel we 
can ask our participants, 
at the last minute, to meet 
a requirement they (and 
we, by lack of promised 
notification) were not 
aware of. To date, 105 
artists have paid for their 


registration, not incliKling 
food booths. We hope 
to have, at least, another 
20 artist registrations be¬ 
fore closing aitry and some 
food booths have yet to 
be secured. Most of the 
anticipated artist and food 
booth participants have 
already received their in¬ 
vitations. 

We feel we must state 
our objections to this pol¬ 
icy of essentially taxing 
Sierra Madre nonprofit 
organizations (collect 
from participants or pay 
ourselves) in the city’s ef¬ 
forts to bring in more 
money - in our case, an 
organization that exists 
solely for the purpose of 
providing much-needed 
funds for a city-owned and 
-operated facility. The 
Friends are not asking to 
be treated any differently 
than any other Sierra 
Madre nonprofit organi¬ 
zation.

Building a house in 1931

To steal a phrase from Charles Dickens, “It 
was the best of times, it was the worst of times.” 

It was the worst of times for the California 
Bank, who owned a defunct subdivision in north¬ 
west Pasadena. Lots that once had been sold for 
$3500 were offered for $1000, and there were no 
takers. It was the best of times fw Pluma and me 
because, thanks to money that Pluma had saved 
during 10 years of secretarial work, we were able 
to buy a lot for cash and qualify for a home loan. 
This was in January 1931. 

Plans drawn and approved by the city of 
Pasadena, we applied for a loan from the West 
Coast Bond and Mortgage Company. We were 
told that we jnust become depositors before we 
were eligible. Our total savings at this point con¬ 
sisted of $250 in Soutiiern California Edison 
stock. We sold it (at a discount) and handed 
over the money. We were then in the red $3100, 
over a 10-year period at 8.4 percent interest, pay¬ 
able at $40 per month. But we were amazed 
that $168 would be held out for “expenses.” It 
was our first experience in having to pay back 
money that had never been ours, plus interest. 
However, we made the deal, and the loan was 
effective as of Mar. 1. On that same day, we 
broke ground for the house. 

By Apr. 1 the project was well under way 
and there was also a sizeable stack of bills. We 
paid the first $40 on the mortgage but were 
astounded when told no money would be released 
until May 1. Now we were being charged interest 
on money we were not allowed to use. If I am 
ever reincarnated, I hope I will be in the mort¬ 
gage business. Thanks to my father-in-law, who 
was also a builder, we weathered the storm, and 
because all subcontractors were anxious to fin¬ 
ish their work and get paid, the house moved 


along rapidly, so well that we moved in June 10, 
102 days after the first shovelful of earth had 
been turned. There it stood, a beautiful house 
standing alone in acres of dead or half-dead 
orange trees. Our only neighbors were countless 
gophers, ground squirrels, rabbits and an occa¬ 
sional roadrunner. 

For anyone who has had experience in the 
building game, the following figures may be in¬ 
teresting. The carpenters were paid six dollars 
per day and most subcontractors figured their 
cost basis on that figure, or perhaps less. Every 
man hired set his own price. It was not a time to 
browbeat. Dimension lumber ran about $39 per 
thousand feet. Because of the conditions, and 
believing that things would never be so cheap 
again, we did everything we could to make the 
house strong, beautiful, well-built and suitable 
to our needs. It had 1500 sq. ft. of floor area 
and cost $3.75 per foot. It surely was a different 
world than now. We were wrong in believing 
that the bottom of hard times had been reached. 
The Depression was just getting started. In 1933, 
I bought the lot south of us for $495, with $50 
down. 

On July 1 we paid the last of the bills but 
were faced with indebtedness of over $5000, a 
staggering sum for those days. Included in the 
debt were 116 payments on the hated mortgage. 
Another 10 years seemed forever. Work picked 
up for me in 1931 so we gained some breathing 
room. It was a very unusual time, and it seems 
ironic today. In those days, it took two incomes 
to build a house because the incomes were so 
low. Now it takes two incomes because prices 
are so high. In retrospect, it was the best of 
times for us, when it was the worst of times for 
the general economy. It was a strange era in 
the history of the country, but perhaps the present 
times are strange, also. 


Out and About

I’ve been hit up lately with too many ques¬ 
tions about what this or that police agency should 
have - or shouldn’t have - done in this or that 
situation. I refuse to answer on the grounds that 
it would take too long to explain it. 1 also find 
it difficult to talk about police work when ques¬ 
tioning parties come to the bakeout with minds 
already loaded about what’s going on. So, let’s 
look at it from a different perspective. Those 
of you who know me have heard this before - 
but you also know that 1 believe it. 

First off, policing is a costly exercise in 
government. Sierra Madre isn’t alone in feeling 
the money crunch when it comes to services. But 
a city needs an enforcement arm. 

Second, the public has long been out of the 
law enforcement equation. As long as this re¬ 
mains the case, we will see nothing but aliena¬ 
tion and rocketing costs in the future. Fret not, 
there is a way out. 

Let me introduce you to the Sierra Madre 
Non-Paramilitary Constabulary (I’m fishing 
here - indulge me). Basically, this “constabulary” 
would be made up of lo^ volunteers. They 
would be solid citizens, men and women, fully 
trained for the basics: laws of arrest, rules of 
evidence, basic firearms courses (by “non-para- 
military” I don’t mean these people can’t de¬ 
fend themselves and others). 

What I do mean is that these constables 
will dress appropriately but informally - Levis, 
soft shirt with identifying insignia, soft hats. 


minimum accoutrements and they would be 
everywhere you would expect them to be in our 
little town. You could see them in the parks, 
have coffee with them downtown, say howdy 
on the trail and get a helping hand with a tire 
change on the highway. 

They get a buck a year (to provide for cov¬ 
erage in the event of injury) and they would be 
required to work one eight-hour shift a week. 
Now, to the juicy part. 

Let’s play with the idea of reducing full¬ 
time staffing to what would be needed to handle 
more significant cases, i.e., robberies (on the 
rare occasion when they occur), burglaries, rapes, 
and so on. For purposes of simplicity, let’s say 
the full-time staffing comes to 10. We would 
then need 40 trained constables. Their training 
could be arranged during the evening and/or on 
weekends. 

The money? It depends on how much is 
saved by down staffing of regulars. More im¬ 
portant is what this would do for our city: 

* reduce policing costs 

* enhance citizen/police rapport 

* establish good communications (both ways) 

* send a significant message to ne’r-do-wells 

* provide a strong body of trained people 
in the event of emergencies 

* provide more “down-to-earth” policing

Most hunters and fishermen are better talk¬ 
ers than do^rs, so maybe it’s imoortant to know 
all the proper words involved in discussing their 
pursuits. 

I explain immediately that I switched from 
hunting with a gun to the pursuit with a camera 
because of age and infirmity rather than my 
usual explanations - religion, art, environmental¬ 
ism, or that I got tired of eating wild duck. 

When we used to hunt waterfowl on the 
mighty Missouri, we were blissfully ignorant of 
the fact that literary intelligensia proclaim a group 
of Teal ducks is a “spring”; of Mallards, a “sord”; 
of Coots, a “covert.” If it flew like a duck, 
quacked like a duck, etc., it was legal prey and a 
flock was a flock!

The hunters, dressed for zero winter, hip boots 
and all, packed into the overheated eatery with 
a memorable (because it was hard to lose) odor 
of greasy pancakes and bacon, stale cigarettes, 
gun oil, kerosene and sweat. Forgive me, but 
duck hunters don’t perspire. They sweat. Further, 
you don’t wash hunting clothes until the season 
ends. A clean outfit brands one as a novice, or 
a sissy. This is macho business. 

I like pheasant hunting better, even though 
I never realized that a group of handsome ring- 
necks is a “nye.” 

Excuse me. Gotta get the camera. A “mur- 
muration” of doves just landed in the yard.

not about how to build back the reserve but how to 
pay the bills now...There’s no way we could have 
budgeted things like litigation.” 

McRea said, “I had an operational program. 
That’s what the utility tax is. We have a recovery 
program - it’s to pay back the Oil litigation. We have 
a public awareness program so people would under¬ 
stand about the budget. We will end this year in the 
same place where we started except for litigation. We 
accommodated the loss the state took.” 

Adams said, “Regarding evaluating performance, 
the mission of the police is primarily preventive. 
Look at the whole role of policing. It’s difficult to 
plan prevention...You can’t attribute crime to the 
level in the city because we’re in a good, safe position. 
If it wasn’t for traffic, the police wouldn’t have much 
to do. (We don’t know) a lot of things that go on, a 
lot of things they do. The police department is the 
biggest expenditure and the most difficult to quantify.” 

Mayor Pro Tern MacGillivray said that inter¬ 
fund transfers bother her. “Are they ever put back 
where they were? Reserves of SlVi million were whit¬ 
tled away in 2'/: years. We should have seen that 
before it’s zero.” 

McRea explained that interfund transfers offset 
other funds. “It is not their purpose to balance a 
budget.” 

The Mayor said, “When running at a deficit in 
areas, interfund transfers are used. In effect, you are

Now is the hour for the citizenry of Sierra 
Madre to speak up and let the City Council know 
how they feel about the importance of the library 
to the community. There will be a citywide meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, May 4, at the Sierra Madre 
School Auditorium. If you care about your 
city and care about how your tax monies are ex¬ 
pended - BE THERE! Speak up for libraries; 
they are very vulnerable.

Perret 
has “walked the walk” of a professional writer, 
which qualifies him to “talk the talk.” 

Perret broke into the big time writing one- 
liners for Phyllis Diller. (And he came from an 
engineering background. 1 didn’t know engineers 
had a sense of humor. A funny one, 1 mean.) 
He moved on to write for Jay Leno and Bob 


Hope, and writes for television, including such 
shows as “Laugh-ln” and “The New Bill Cos¬ 
by Show.” That’s not all he does, either. Be¬ 
sides writing books and his own newsletter, Per¬ 
ret finds time to teach, lecture, golf, play tennis 
and strum the guitar. This man cruises through 
life in fourth gear. 

“Shift” is my kind of writing book. Instead 
of plowing through one of those “how-to” books 
that guide you through high school-style com¬ 
pulsory exercises, Perret disposes with the writing 
regimen pap.

saying that you have a handle on what’s being used.” 

Adams explained, “This budget is a spending 
plan.” 

The Mayor Pro Tern said she would like to be 
“hit with a sledgehammer if we start to have bud¬ 
getary problems.” Adams said, “The big hammer 
needs to be on the revenue side.” The Mayor 
answered, “If we’re below where spending is going, we 
should put cuts on whatever the next item comes up 
for purchase.” 

McRea asked. “How do I raise 51240,000 for 


litigation, $279,000 for attorneys? I take the responsi- 
ility but 1 can’t do anything about it.” 

Adams suggested having staff prepare another 
sheet that “tells us what we’ve spent...Then we’ll 
have a feeling of what we’re spending outside of 
projected revenue.”

In the Resurrection 
is believing 

Gabriel Meyer, writing 
in the Twin Circle, recalls 
listening to a well-known 
Orthodox rabbi some 
years ago give a lecture 
on Jewish-Christian rela¬ 
tions to an audience of 
generally liberal Christian 
biblical scholars - most 
of whom, as a matter of 
course, denied the his¬ 
toricity of biblical events 
such as the Resurrection 
of Jesus.

Faith Lutheran Church, 
835 Hastings Ranch Dr.

begins a four-week Friend¬ 
ship Festival this coming 
Sunday at the 10:30 a.m. 
worship service. Pastor 
Rich Schinnerer will base 
his sermon on the story 
of the Good Samaritan, 
but with particular con¬ 
cern with the question 
that sparked the original 
telling of the story. His 
theme will be “Who Cares?” 
A special part of the wor¬ 
ship this coming Sunday 
will be a post-Easter pre¬ 
sentation by the Faith 
Lutheran Choir. 

All of us wonder at 
times of stress and hurt, 
“Who cares?” Our neigh¬ 
bors don’t seem to care. 
Sometimes, even our fam¬ 
ilies don’t care. Churches, 
also, often appear to be 
uncaring. The theme of 
this year’s Friendship Fes¬ 
tival is “Friends Who 


Care.” In Luke, chapter 
10, Jesus is asked, “Who 
is my neighbor?” The 
same question is asked 
by many today, but re¬ 
phrased to ask: “Who 
should I be caring about?” 


One way to “care” is 
to remember our friends 
in our prayers. Each 
worshipper on Sunday 
will receive a special “do- 
it-yourself” prayer cube. 
Hopefully, all will use 
them daily during the com¬ 
ing month in order to re¬ 
member to pray for friends, 
neighbors, relatives, co- 
workers and acquaintances. 


The rabbi was astounded 
on discovering this. “But 
to deny the Resurrection,” 
he exclaimed, “is to cut 
off the branch on which 
you gentleman are sitting. 
Judaism and Christianity 
rest on history, not myth. 
Everything depends on 
whether God really spoke 
to Moses in Sinai or not, 
and - if 1 may be so bold - 
whether or not Jesus really 
rose from the dead.” 

Another rabbi put it 
this way only a few decades 
after the tomb of Jesus 
was found empty: “If 
Christ has not been raised 
(from the dead), then 
your faith is futile, and 
you are still in your sins... 
If for this life only we 


have hoped in Christ, 
we are of all men most to 
be pitied.” (I Co. 15:14-19) 

Many scholars are fond 
of putting forth the idea 
that Christ’s Resurrection 
amounts to a pre-scientific 
way of describing the uni¬ 
versal human experience 
of sensing the lingering 
presence of someone af¬ 
ter death. This past Sun¬ 
day’s Gospel runs counter 
to such easy explanations. 
The risen Jesus who ap¬ 
pears to the disciples in 
Jn. 20 is no mere metaphor. 
He’s a living, physical 
presence who speaks with 
them, whose wounds can 
be touched and examined. 
In Luke’s version of the 
scene (Lk 24:36-43), Jesus 
even eats with the aston¬ 
ished disciples. 

But the Gospels are 
even more concerned to 
stress that it’s not necessary 
in Christian faith to have 
literally seen and touched 
Him 2000 years ago. 
That’s the purpose of the 
“Thomas episode” (Jn. 
20:24-28) There’s even a 
little burlesque here in the 
disciple Thomas’ stubborn 
refusal to trust the testi¬ 
mony of the other disciples 
and to demand an appear¬ 
ance of his own.

Pastor Barney was ad¬ 
dressing the issue of power 
and its misuse. He pointed 
out that God never in¬ 
tended for us to live un¬ 
der the subjugation or 
authority of anything that 
was in this world. John 
in his first Epistle tells 
us, “If anyone loves the 
world then the love of the 
Father is not in him.” 
This power that pervades 
our lives is something 
that can be all encompass¬ 
ing and has a tendency 
to have dominion over 
our lives. The critical 
issues is who is, or what 
is it that has dominion, 
authority, mastery or in¬ 
fluence over us. 

Power is a force and a 
force to be reckoned with. 
It is not dormant nor 
passive and more often 
than not, can be a bully. 
It can badger and rule us 
and, once again, more of¬ 
ten than not, it is a nega¬ 
tive force in our lives. In 
a way, that’s what Jesus 
came to do and that was 
to be our bodyguard against 
this bully, “Power.” 
This bully takes mar. 


forms. It can be the “bul¬ 
ly of temptation and ad¬ 
diction” which eats away 
your strength and will¬ 
power until you finally 
succumb. Or it can be 
the “bully of oppression 
and depression” which 
strips away your com¬ 
bative spirit and leaves 
you limp and susceptible 
to the winds of sin.
